Jeremiah Dummer (1645-1718) was the son of Richard Dummer by his second wife, 
Frances, widow of Rev. Jonathan Burr of Dorchester; born in Newbury, Mass. He was one 
of the foremost early American silversmiths; a merchant and ship owner; captain of the 
Artillery Company; member of the Council for the Safety of the People, formed in 1689; 
select-man of Boston; and judge of the Suffolk County Court of Common Pleas, 1702-1715. 
He had three sons and a daughter. William was Lieut. Governor of Massachusetts. 
Samuel, who made a fortune in Jamaica, later settled in Wilmington and it was through 
him that the present portraits are said to have descended. 
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Whether Dummer, the silversmith, was also a portrait painter is a question which 
has led to a considerable divergence of opinion, and is, according to Mr Henry Wilder 
Foote (wv.2.), “one to which at present it appears impossible to give a conclusive answer. 
Until recently there has been no reason to suppose that he tried his hand at painting, and 
the suggestion that he may have been our earliest native-born painter would have seemed 
utterly groundless. Only within the last fifteen years have four pictures been brought 
to public attention which have been attributed to him, apparently on plausible grounds. 
The. correctness of the attribution, however, was questioned at the time, and the doubts in 
the minds of the most competent students of colonial art have not been lessened with the 
passing years.” 

Mr James Thomas Flexner, in his forthcoming book (w.7.) points out that “No inde- 
pendent evidence exists that Dummer ever painted. Although a technical examination 
failed to prove the inscriptions of modern origin, the pedigrees supplied with the pictures 
arouse suspicion. The so-called self-portrait of Dummer and portrait of his wife are said to 
have descended from Dummer’s son to a Daniel Rogers Whitcombe, whose signed state- 
ment, dated 1921, was given as evidence. Research has failed to unearth any further 
evidence that this Mr Whitcombe existed. From a stylistic point of view, the pictures 
signed with Dummer’s name could be English or European provincial portraits”.
